— The condition of Gen- 
eral Francisco Franco, 82, improved 
in the last 24 bours, a medical 
bulletin said late last night But 
earlier reports said the Spanish 
govermment was preparing the 
transfer of power from Franco to 
his designated heir, Prince Juan 
Carlos de Borbon. 

The Prince agreed to accept tem- 
Pperary power to give Spain a chief 
of state ‘nearly two weeks after 
Franco's illness, the reports said 
Juan Carlos rejected the idea when 
Franco first fell ill, the sounces said. 
He has agreed now because the 
General's illness, although con- 
sidered terminal, 15 dragging out, 
complicating final agreement on the 
disputed Spanish Sahara. 


Blast in London 
LONDON (UPI). — A car bomb ex- 
ploded outside an Italian restaurant 
in a central London shopping street 
yesterday evening, killing one person 
and injuring more than a dozen 
othera. 


There were no casualties in the 
IDF units which pursued and en- 
gaged the terrorists.

“a programme for placing the fiscal 
affairy of the city on a sound 
basis.” Then, Ford said, the court 
would be empowered to authorize 
debt certificates —- a type of bond 
— covering new leans by the city.

Ford said he was convinced that 
New York City and New York State 
could take action to avoid financial 
collapse. ‘They must either increase 
revenues or cut expenditures or de- 
vise some combination that will 
bring them to a sound financial po- 
sition.”

Navy saves Dutch yachtsmen 


An Israel Navy boat rescued the 
four people on board a Dutch yacht 
which ran aground in the Gulf of 
Suez on Tuesday night. 

A Navy patrol near the Yuval 
Straits spotted flashes of light, on 
investigation it was found that the 
yacht had hit a sandbank, badly da- 
maging its bows.

A 10-year-old case of bribe and 


” fraud — the longest in the history 


of this country’s courts'— came 
to an end yesterday, when the 
Supreme Court acquitted a paint- 
ing contractor and reduced the 
sentence of his partner after hear- 
ing their appeals for some six 
months, 

Ten years ago Eliahu Cincinnatus 
and Viladislaw Kornreich were 
charged in the Beersheba District 
Court with handing out 2 total of 
153,000 in bribes to 10 senior em- 
ployees at the Dimona nuclear re-~ 
actor in connection with the falsi- 
fication and padding of accounts. 

Nine years, 90 witnesses and 
4,000 pages of protocol later, the 
court convicted the two contractors 
of fraud and bribery and sentenced 
Cincinnatus to three years’ impris- 
onment and 2 11200,000 fine, and 
Kornreich to 18 months’ imprison- 
ment and a IL50,000 fine. 

The two defendants, who had 
acted as thelr own attorneys 
throughout the trial, then hired two 
lawyers and appealeg to the Su- 
preme Court. 

After six'months of hearings, the 


‘Court unravels 
10-year-old bribe case 


Supreme Court yesterday reversed 
Kornreich’s conviction, accepting 
the argument of his attorney, Zvi 
Meir Hacohen, that Kornreich had 
known nothing of the fraudulent 
dealings committed by his partner 
Cincinnatus. Kornreich was acquitted 
of all charges, and Cincinnatus was 
acquitted on several minor counts 
and had his sentence reduced from 
18 months to six months.

Bangkok—‘Venice of the East’—is also sinking 


BANGKOK (AP). — This sprawling 
city of more than four million people 
is slowly sinking into flood waters 
and authorities admit that little can 
be done to stop it. 

In this year’s flooding — the 
worst since 1942 — water covers 
many major arteries of the city and 
the experts say worse troubles are 
coming later this year and in years 
to come for Thailand's capital. 

The city administration says five 
dikes will be erected im an attempt 
to halt some of the inundation, but 
officials admit that they have no 
long-term solution, short of relocat- 
ing all or parts of the 470-square- 
mile metropolis to distant drier

Who should be made to pay for 
New York’s difficulties? 


By JOSEPH KRAFT 


WASHINGTON. — 
SECRETARY of the Treasury 
William Simon may be in favour of 
inflicting punishment on the whole 
city of New York for its fiscal sins, 
but thoughtful people will want to set 
apart those who are to blame for the 
trouble from those who are not. 

Only such distinctions can yield 
just opinions as to whether the 
Federal Government has a special 
responsibility to help the city. Only 
by separating the bad guys from the 
rest, moreover, can it be fairly es- 
tablished who should be made to pay 
the price for the city's difficulties. 

One of the big, bad guys, it turns 

out on inspection, is precisely the 
Federal Government.. The deep 
recession, which flows from poor 
Tnanagement of the economy by the 
Ford Administration, has had a 
devastating impact on New York Ci- 
ty. 
Tt has raised unemployment and 
held down income in ways which cut 
the city's tax take while increasing 
its expenses for welfare and other 
services such as free hospital care. 
Thus unemployment in New York 
City rose from 6.8 per cent in August 
of last year to 11 per cent in August 
of this year. ‘That rise was accom- 
panied by an increase of more-than 5 
per cent in welfare recipients. 

To be sure, other cities have also 
suffered from the recession. But for 
two reasons New York has been hit 
hardest. It has heavier service 
charges which thus go up more in a 
recession — and its revenues, being 
dependent chiefly on income and 
sales levies, go down more than 
those of most cities which rely main- 
ly on property taxes.

So did the major New York banks by 
buying bonds. So as the fine report of 
the Congressional Budget Office on 
New York City puts it: 

“Many of the ‘gimmicks’ which, 
allowed the budget to appear balanc- 
ed were tolerated or even suggested 
by state officials and were certainly 
not secrets to the banking com- 
munity," 

What all this says to me is that 

. punishment for the crimes of New 
York ought to be fairly widespread. 
Clearly New York City officials have 
to pay heavily. It is only right that 
fiscal authority over the city has, in 
effect, already been taken away 
from the mayor. 

New York State also has to pay. A 
pledging of the State's credit, and 
the making available of State funds, 
is a minimal sacrifice. 

The beneficiaries of the city's im- 
provident generosity cannot escape 
either, Charges have to go up for 
education, transportation, and 
medical care. The pension system 
which puts the city in hock to 
municipal employees forever will 
also have to be redesigned. 

Neither can the bankers, who 
defaulted on their responsibilities, 
get off unscathed. Sen. Adlai Steven- 
son of Tlinois is right in asserting 
that fhe city debt should be restruc- 
tured so that the big banks are 
repaid at lower interest rates and 
only after more pressing operational 
claims are met. 

If these conditions were fulfilled, 
and New York still looked like going 
bust, President Ford. despite all his 
tough talk, would have no choice. He 
would have to aid the city or run the 
risk of looking like a fellow who wag 
prepared not to throw a line to a 
drowning man.

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More than money 


needed to save 
Export Institute

THE GOVERNMENT's unexpected 
125m. allocation to the Export 
Institute, after the recent devalua- 
tion, has saved the Institute from 
slow death. But its future is still 
shrouded in confusion, due to indeci- 
sion and buck-paysing between the 
responsible public agencies, say 
members of the Institute. 

It is controlied by the exporting 
companies, yet is financed largely 
by the Government. This split of 
functions constitutes a basic 
problem, hampering the activities of 
the country’s official export- 
promoting body. 

The crisis broke in April, at the 
Start of the new fiscal year. Although 
export has a top priority, the 
Institute's budget allocation was 
frozen at last year's level — which 
meant a sharp reduction in spending 
power, owing to price inflation. Work 
was paralysed — until the sudden in- 
fusion of funds halfway through the 
new financial year. “After wages. 
and other fixed costs were defrayed, 
we had no money left for our 
scheduled activities,’ Gideon Naor, 
Director, admitted when cross- 
questioned by The Jerusalem Post. 

Economies were made all along 
the line — staff was reduced, inter- 
national phone calls were banned, 
and the Institute's Information Sheet 
stopped publication. 

Proposal Measures 

‘Two measures are now proposed 
to overcome the deadlock: to merge 
ali the State-owned exportr 
promoting organisations into the 
institute, and to impose a levy of one 
agora per dollar earned, on all ex- 
porting companies. 

The  export-promoting organ- 
isations up for merger com- 
prise the Market Research Unit, the 
Product Design Centre, the Packag- 
ing Centre and — most important of 
eli — the Israel] Fairs and Ex- 
hibitions Company (ICOFEX). 

Although ICOFEX does nothing 
else but organise trade fairs in ali 
corners of the world, those fairs 
which take place inside Israel are 
handled (in the main) by the Export 
Institute, and so is Israel's par- 
ticipation in foreign-run fairs 


‘abroad. This overlap illustrates the 


simplification that could derive from 
fusion. But fusion would increase 
momentously the size of the 
Government's financial participa- 
tion in the Export Institute — while it 
has only one seat on the 17-member 


“Bo another suggestion was add- 


ed, that ownership be divided afresh, 
4s follows: one-third to the Govern- 
ment, one-third to the exporters, and 
one-third to be split between the 
representative agencies, notably the 
Manufacturers Association and the 
Histadrut's Hevrat Ovdim. 

This reorganisation plan is held up 
by two obstacles. First, neither the 
Manufacturers Association nor 
Hevrat Ovdim relish the small 
measure of control it allots them. 
Secondly, the big exporting com- 
panies are unwilling to contribute 
the one-agora-a-dollar fee. The cost 
to them would be considerable (a 
firm selling $10m. would be paying 
12.100,000 a year), though big firms 
need the Institute's services least of 


any. 

In fact the Institute's greatest im- 
portance tends to lie elsewhere, in 
helping small companies to increase 
their foreign business, and in urging 
companies that have not yet looked 
outside Israel’s borders to join the 
export drive. 

Mr. Naor recognises that a 
Government-financed organisation 
cannot act as a businessmen’s lobby 
against the Government, so he ad- 
vocates separating the Institute's 
lobbying and export-promoting 
duties. ‘Lobbying should be left to a 
trio, made up of the Instituge’s chair- 
man (currently Eli Hurwitz, of 
Assis-Teva), the President of the 
Manufacturers Association, and the 
Secretary of Hevrat Ovdim,"” he 
Proposes. 


The Ministry of Commerce and In- 
dustry will shortly appoint a con- 
sulting firm to recommend the best 
method of uniting the five export- 
fostering agencies. By then a system 
of representation on the board will 
be negotiated (Naor hopes) that will 
prove satisfactory to all parties. 

The one-agora-per-dollar formula 
will be modified. Probable solution is 
to fix 2 ceiling (say, $5m.), above 
which contributions will taper off. 
The Commerce Ministry has ex- 
pressed itself as ready to gazette an 
order making this levy obligatory, 
provided general consent is achiev- 
ed. 


Uniess all these changes are 
enacted, the Israel Export Institute 
may find itself penniless again when 
the present financial year expires. 
The danger is that the 1L25m. wind- 
fall (the biggest sum received by the 


Institute to-data) may be reducing - 


the sense of urgency among the big 
public bodies that have to make the 
decisions. 


Inflation forces changes in

WASHINGTON (AP). — Beginning 
Tuesday, U.S. lending institutions 
will be barred by American law from 
refusing credit or loans because of 
an applicant's sex or marital status. 

Under provisions of the Equal 
Credit Opportunity Act, a woman 
cannot be asked whether she plans to 
have children, and, lenders cannot 
assume ff6in loan applicants' ages 
that they are likely to become 
parents.

TURNING TO THE question of the 
punishment to be imposed on Ben- 
sion, Justice Landau first considered 
the counsel's argument that all the 
convictions had flowed from one act 
ithat of using the bank's customers’ 
deposits as coljateral) and that un- 
der section 168 of the Criminal 
Procedure Law the appellant should 
not have been punished more than 
once for the same act. He could not 
accept this argument, he held, as it 
has already been held by the 
Supreme Court (in Cr. A. 132/57, 
P.D. 11/1544) that an accused may 
be found guilty on various counts in- 
cluded in one indictment if their fac- 
tual bases, as opposed to their 
criminal! intent, differ from one 
another, and in the case of the 
charges against the appellant their 
factual bases had certainly been 
different. There had, therefore, been 
nothing to preclude the appellant's 
being found guilty on each one 
separately. 

As to the appellant's complaints 
against the severity of the sentence 
handed down by the District Court, it 
is true, said Justice Landau, that it is 
unprecedently severe, but the scope 
and seriousness of the appellant's 
offences are also unprecedented in 
the annals of Israel banking. For his 
acts were calculated to rock the 
whole banking system of Israel and 
to blemish Israel's good name in the 
business world, besides costing the 
Treasury an as yet unknown fortune. 

It.:was inconceivable, he con- 
tinued, that a thief or robber who 
uses “‘conventional’' methods should 
receive his due punishment while a 
“white-collar” offender, who by the 
use of sophisticated and so-called 
*“‘clean'’ methods causes much 
greater harm to the country, should 
be treated with kid gloves.

fact that he is also a lawyer and 
should, therefore, have been doubly 
scrupulous in matters of money. 

Justice Landau then went on to 
hold that although the question of the 
appellant’s very poor health had 
been of serious concern to the 
Supreme Court, they had 
nevertheless come to the conclusion 
that it did not justify mitigating his 
sentence. On the other hand, there 
was no doubt that the appellant 
would require constant medical 
attention in prison, and if his health 
should deteriorate still further the 
Prisons Commissioner could use his 
discretion to transfer him to a 
Government hospital, or, in extreme 
circumstances, the Minister of 
Police could release him, upon the 
recommendation of a parole board, 
because of his illness. 

Justice Landau then went on to 
consider the State’s request that the 
appellant be fined in addition to his 
prison sentence by virtue of section 
29 of the Modes of Punishment (Con- 
solidated Version) Law, 1970, which 
provides that where an accused in- 
tended to cause monetary damage to 
another or to obtain any benefit for 
himself or another person, the court 
may impose a fine of treble the 
amount of damage caused or benefit 
obtained. The District Court had 
refrained from imposing a fine, he 
noted, as it had held that it was not 
certain that any of the money con- 
cerned had remained in the hands of 
the appellant. But while this could be 
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a legitimate consideration in 

the amount of the fine, he did not 
think that it justified exempting the 
appellant altogether from any form 
of pecuniary punishment. For sec- 
tion 29 allows for the imposition of a 
fine not only when the accused has 
obtained some benefit for himself or 
another {and he did in fact obtain 
some benefit for at least the 
Williams group), but also when he 
has caused monetary damage to 
another — and this he had most cer- 
tainly done. 

Furthermore, as the appellant's 
offences were based on financial 
operations it would seem most ap- 
propriate to apply a monetary sanc- 
tion in addition to imprisonment. He 
therefore held that in the cir- 
cumstances, the Supreme Court had 
decided to allow the State's appeal 
and {mpose a fine of IL25 million on 
the accused.

The interim agreement is lopsided enough, with Israel ceding 
land and oil for words and paper promises. The least we must 
demand is that Egypt carry out its.pledges fully and consis- 
tently. There must be reciprocity in implementation. If Egypt 
is seen to be reneging on its pledges, then Israel can have

‘ WASHINGTON. — 
PRESIDENT SADAT's careful- 
ly nurtured image as a man of 
sense and moderation slipped 
badly during question-and- 
answer time at hig National 
Press Club appearance here on 
Monday afternoon. His prepared 
speech, which he read slowly 
and deliberately, exuded a desire 
for peace. But his answers to 
questions revealed the crude 
classic anti-Semite. 

Sadat had looked impressive 
when he arrived at the White 
House and walked with Presi- 
dent Ford. Wearing a well- 
tailored suit, he appeared better 
looking and more distinguished 
than photographs and TV inter- 
views had led one to expect. 

His firat speech showed seem- 
ing sincerity, honesty and 
moderation, a rare trait among 
his fellow Arab rulers. For State 
Department officials, he was 
certainly the ‘‘best"" Arab, ready 
to risk the wrath of the Soviet 
Union and the radical Arab 
world to win America's 
friendship. 

The Ford Administration had 
been determined to go all out to 
welcome Sadat and his en- 
tourage to the United States. But 
unfortunately for Sadat and the 
Administration, things did not 
turn out exactly as planned. 

Sadat arrived at the National 
Press Club on Monday afternoon 
with a prepared text of a speech 
stressing the urgent need for 
Middle East peace. He read it

Complete homes for the retarded

THE NUMBER of retarded per- 
sons sheltered in Israel’s 82 
government and private in- 
stitutions today stands at 4,050, 
almost four times the number in- 
stitutionalized in 1962, when the 
Welfare Ministry opened its 
department for the retarded. 
Nevertheless some 1,250 mental- 
ly handicapped are still on 
waiting lists. 

Following an ambitious 
development plan initiated by 
the late Minister Michael 
Hazani, the Ministry has 
budgeted IL240m. to provide 
3,300 new institutional places by 
1980. Some 860 are expected to be 
completed this year, and by the 
end of 1978 it is hoped that all 
those on waiting Hsts can be 
placed. 

The new places will be 
created in six new institutions 
and as well as through additions 
to eight existing ones. Eleven of 
these projects are under con- 
struction while three are in the 
design stage. In its planning the 
Ministry is taking into con- 
sideration that about 300 new 
applications for admission to in- 
stitutions are made every year. 
In contrast to regular 
hospitalization the retarded 
almost always enter institutions 
for life. 7 

The Welfare Ministry last 
week opened the Hevrat Ne'urim 
Home for the Retarded at Tel 
Mond in the central region, and 
the T’lalim Home in Dimona, the 
first such institution in the south 
of the country. Until now most 
homes were concentrated in the 
centre of the country, but it is 
felt that new facilities should be 
placed in the north and the 
south, so parents will find it 
easier to visit their children. 

The two new homes will even- 
tually hold 432 inmates each. It 
is felt that this relatively large 
size will make it possible to 
provide for medical, dental and 
other specialized services on the 
spot. These cannot he easily 
provided at smaller homes. 

At the official opening of 
Hevrat Ne'urim the press was 
taken on a tour of the neat white 
stucco buildings, spread over 140 
dunams formerly occupied by a 
juvenile correctional home. The 
buildings’ are all one-storey 
because some of the wards have 
difficulties managing steps. The

Hevrat Ne’urim has a well- 
equipped clinic, run by a full- 
time doctor. Dr. Vladimir Stern, 
the Welfare Ministry's chief 
medical officer for the retarded, 
showed us the special equipment 
in the dental clinic. This includes 
a movable drill, which allows the 
dentist to approach wheelchair 
patients from either side. The 
couch-type dental chair allows 
for patients to be treated under 
general anaesthetic. About a 
third of the. patients require such 
anaesthetic due to their hyper - 
kinetic, restless condition. Dr. 
Stern thinks that a full-time den- 
tist, specially trained in treating 
the retarded, will eventually be 
required. 

Asked about the incidence of 
mental retardation worldwide, 
Dr. Stern said that. it varies 
between 2.5 and 5 per cent of the 
population. The percentage is in- 
fluenced, among other things, by 
the definition of mental retarda- 
tion, which can vary from coun- 
try to country. Thus Sweden, for 
instance, reports a 5 per cent in- 
cidence, while other European 
countries report 3 per cent. The 
rate in Israel {s 2.5 per cent, Dr.
